. Xathfttilel Micklcm of Queen's UnlA-er- 
■ity during his address "The Divinitj- 
of .Ttfus Christ" delivered nt the l."n!- 
\orsJir Church Service .it Moyîe Hall 
j-esterday morninff. The speaker open- 
ed his address by stating that "the 
divinity of Jesus Christ Is of the very 
«inlntoscence of Christianity or at 
least of Christian thousht." 

Spoakinc; of the approach ct the 
subject without ^prejudice l''rofcssor 
Miclclem said "should Ve of ourselves 
to-day' speak of Jesus Christ as di- 
vine, if that were not a traditional or- 
thodox dextrine? TTe should first 
raJsD the question, what is divine? 
what do ws mean by divine? how can 
we mortals reeocnise the divine? "We 
may give a. philosophical anrwer; we 
may say th.at ws are Intellectuals iver- 
su&ded that behind the universe is an 
omnipotent, omniscient, infinite and 
•eternal Being whom we call God. The 
attributes of God, then, are divine at- 
trlbutas: the nature of God is the di- 
vine Kature. Now, If we start in this 
abstract and philo^phlcsJ way I do 
not think that we shall ever arrive at 
a belief in the divinity of Jesus. For 
Jesus Christ was not God; he was not 
an omniscient omnipotent Being, an 
unreal man. Ho was a real man: he 
walked by lalth In God: his strength 
came to him in prayer. TVhen he lay as 
a ba-by-on his mffther's knee, he waj 
not an amnipotent. omniscient Being, 
the Maker of heaven and earth; he 
-was a i-eal child, "n'hen in the days 
of his flesh he offered up a prayer 
-'with strong crying ' and tears" his 
jirayere were real prayerr, offered to 
Ill's God and father, not bogus prayers 
ottered to himself. Jesus was a, real 
lluman being." 

The speaker emphasised also that 
wc must no: consider Cbriet, as our 
fathers did. aç bting of two natures, 
sometimes human and sometimes di- 
vine, since to us this is a monïtrosity. 
This Une of approach is hopeless.

Kirsch V.M3 first cnlleil upon to give 
his nr.çumcnt. "When in 1!)C3, the 
govç-nment of llis Most lirl tannic 
Majesty received the Palcst'nlnn 
Mandate from the League ot Xations, 
Great Britain assumed definite ob- 
ligations, among which were obli- 
gations to tho Jews. These ol'gatlons 
.sho has failed to fulfill and by her 
failure has betrayed a trust to those 
v.hoso welfare was put in her charge." 
Ho continued to state that for some 
tcaron or other Kngland has not put 
lier heart Into her work in Palestine 
and has allowed cqrtaln inCliienccs lo 
sap her 'rcsolut'on -and impair her 
natural shrewdness and- practical 
goou' scnsp. It was esaenliar that 'the 
Britii-Ii .i\flniinIstrallon procure for it- 
self admin'strativo off'clals v.ho were 
consclentiouii nn<l ul.so .Hymp'iihctin 
toward.s. their work. Has It done this'/ 
Kvldenlly not. ".Many of tho Ilillish 
off.'c'ai.s 'n Palestine aro not only out 
of s-ynipatliy wUii Zionism", stated 
.Mr. KIiHch "but ore actually hostile, 
and nothing udvcrso to retarding or 
even obstructing Its Idealism.. These 
antagon'sta and blundering ofridijl.-i 
have impeded and not furtlio.ed llio 
deviiiopinent of the Jewish National 
HonKV ^

Tragic Sense Of Life Trans- 
cends Emotional Confusion 
And Banishes War 



Lightness And Strength 
Main Features Of 
Construction 



"Lightness and strength aro the 
two most Important points In tho con- 
struction ot an aeroplane," said Cap- 
tain FInnle to mcnibcr.s oC tho Glider 
Club who visited the Curtiss Held Air- 
craft Co. on Saturday afternoon. 
About twenty-tivc .sl'mlënts^^^^^^^^ the 
plant and the procossl of: constructing 
an aeroplane .was explalncil to them 
by Captain Finnic. 

The students were taken to one 
end of tiie shop where they were 
shown the raw material just as It was 
received by the .factory. Starting at 
this point they visited first, the Jigs 
where the frames aro shaped and 
welded, secondly tlio partly finb-ilied 
machines where they were shown tlie 
method ot covering tho fuscla.^'0 and 
Installing the fittings, nnd finally tho 
finished machine. 

After the framo Is welded Into shrfpo 
It Is (aped nnd tho cover sewn on by 
t,'lrl.i wlio aro export In tills work. This 
fabric cover la treated with' "dope" 
Which, when It dries tigiitims tho f.vli- 
rio around tha frame. The plane Is 
now ready for, Iho' Installation ot fit- 
tings such lis tho scats, control levers, 
and llio Instruments. Pinally are ad- 
ded tho engine, wings, and tho tall 
surfaces. 

Tho engine Is known as the Gypsy 
motor nnd Is nioro powerful than the 
f.'Irriis motor formerly omployod. The 
wings are mndo ot fahrlo stretched 
over a framo work of duralumin. 
This diiraliiiiiiii i.'^ siirriolcntly strong 
and yet no liglil that one man can 
finite easily lift a wing. The wing 
fubrio la Ircalod In-^he same way aa 
Iho fabric of the fiiselago, Tho ailer- 
ons wlilch control the hank of the 
ship aro operated by a chain control, 
tho Invcnlliiu of Mr. Unld lilinboir. Tho 
students wcro also lIiowu a plnno fll- 
tcd with a slotlfld'-wlng safety davlço4 

In tho second story at the bulUlInç 
llioro wag one item ot particular In- 
loro.sl lo llio vLsltora. Tliia wna a 
l»;ir(inlly fliiislied piilr of .sc.i-plauo 
flo.ila wlilr.li lire beln;; biilll by an ex- 
port who built Iho floats for ono ot 
Iho |ilnnca In the Schneider Cup rave. 

After Inspeollng tho factory Iho 
party rclraccd their steps to the 
hanecrs where sov-'ral ot llieni tooit 
niglils In Olio o( Iho CurtUa JtcUl ma- 
chines. 



"Tragedy Is a determined effort lo 
understand and Interpret Iho concrete 
facta of life," .Mnbl Mr. Charles Ci. 
Oberiiieycr In bis iiddrcîs entltlçd 
"The Tragic Sense ot Lifo" at the 
People's, Forum last night. Tho sense 
of ituv being Is brought out In tragedy 
and characters such as Achilles, Hec- 
tor and Androinaeho aro the repre- 
sentatives oC our concrete reality. 

Tills biiinan personality incrcllesaly 
destroyed by circumstances arising 
from our passions and emotions. 
.Since any war Is a corifllct between 
Individuals, and sinco the source of 
conflict Is emotional conlujion. It Is 
only by trying to comprcliend and 
transcend this confusion tiial wo will 
como nearer lo tho tragic sense of 
llfo and thereby avoid warS: In the 
future. 

Charles O. Obermeyer, a young 
South .Vfricar., lias distlnsuisiicil him- 
self In Cape Town, London and Xew 
York by his brilliant and entirely 
original lectures on philosophy, aes- 
thetics, ethics and religion. To quote 
RIshop James ot L ^jj M^^^n i^sl lt ol 
genius added to profound scholarship 
Illumines all he touches." 
, "The tragic Scn^e of Life," began 
Mr. Obornieyer, .;'is essentially a prob- 
lem of the twentieth century. This 
century demands that we grapple with 
tho facts of lite. AVe are young and 
romantic and therefore we tend to 
avoid facts and thereby run Into 
trouble. ..'.., 

"Tragic doesn't mean sad. Tragedy 
is sometiiing liiat belongs to poetry 
and art and U an Interpretation ot 
life. That U why wa can turn to our 
poets who are tlio greatest interpret- 
ers ot life. Art Is real. It Is . an at- 
tempt to clarify ourselves to ourselves, 
to get all confusion and emotion Into 
order and to brinrr cosmos into the 
chaos of our emotional life. 

"Tho great poets ot tho world have 
one thing In common. ' AVhen they arc 
most mature they wrllo • tragedies. 
This Is tho most slgniClcaiit thing In 
llfo that In the moments ci clarified 
vision our greal poets see tragedy In 
life. 

^•The first ot the great poets who 
havo como down* to us Is Homer. The 
froshne.ss ot his poetry has not tarn- 
ished. Later poets havo returned to 
hlin thno after time. There Is no 
mora 'direct vision than In Homer 
iind particularly in tho lUlad. 

'■Tlio present century and espeelally 
Ibis ronllnont need a contact with the 
past and a sense of tradition. Xothing 
leaps over htiman fraility nnd the 
smnllnoss ot man than the sense, that 
we aro In sympathy with tho past. We 
aro tired ot tho ccademlc spirit and 
ot nntbiiiarlnnlsm. Our present grows 
out ot tho past and tho future

An Inquiry among '^slu'deats In 
psychology has revealed that this 
society will fill a long £ei: need for a 
place where student opinion on 
psychological matters may be e.t- 
changeU, and where students may 
expound their views and be assured 
of a 'nearir.g.

S..r.. '.n tlio coursa 
of a lecture, "Wiiat do you read 
and why"" doiivorcd at the. Colum- ^ 
bus Forani. 

He declared U..i: filthy literatura 
wa.s jj-r,\-:^:,\-/ more pientiful today " 
than ever it wa.3 and tiiat there weïe- 
many good ' reasons for this .tad. 
state of .Tffairs. In the United States 
particularly, 'societies for "The «up- 
pre^-ilon ot Vice," and "Tiia Women's 
.\uslliary for cicaner oook.^." wore 
plentiful, and thoi:.^;i anting in the 
'oest of faith 3cti:ally did more harrji. 
than good in eliminating tho even fn- 
creasing evil. All these societies do 
nothing but add to the already ap- 
penning amount of free publicity given 
to the authors and lo their boolts. . 

"There is but one remedy to tho 
evil,'' tho' lecturer went on. "and that 
U to inject a right taste of morailty 
Into tho reador.'î, and »non the au- 
thors will produce other types ot.., 
reading matter, llany oC liieaa S'U^I

flithy nauseating one on the otiicr 
wlio chooses tiio I.ilt'jr. "Go and s<5o a 
doctor citiier inoiitnl or morah' Wo 
waste a lot o* valuablo time in de- 
nunciation of liiesc books and Uieir 
authors while we would b<j doing 
lot more good by saving our breath . 
in order to have a quint taik with 
tho.so wiio re.ad liietii. '

It is possible to turn ones gaze away from the immense, cold 
vault through which our teeming little planet moves in its tiny 
orbitt There is work enough to ones hands. One can always 
■work, striving for ones own salvation and comfôrted by a sense 
of being u.seful to others. Or one can act upon the philosopliy of, 
let us eat, drink, and be merry, for tomorrow -^ve die. We die so 
soon that for all the practical purposes and .almost as far as 
ihough't can reach, the universe might as well be infinite and im- 
portai instead of finite and mortal, as the scientists now .say it 
5b. Either way, it is, possible to argue that the contemplation of 
the stars yields nothing relevant to our deepest desires arid fin- 
est aspirations. 

Saldane has said the first and most important thing is, to 
Tcalise "what experience means. We start from our experience.

There are higher orders, such as 
those of freedom, of personalit}% of the«state, of beauty, of reli- 
gion. 

if the tjuantity of the universe makes us infinitesimally 
amall, ar-e we to be heroic stoics in steeling our shuddering little- 
J1ÇSS to bear those a\\-ful vistas of death V Is the alternative to 
ihis .divine despair an ostrich-like indifference or else a running 
away from the sublimities which man himself has conjured up — 
a running away into unchecked sensuality, back to the compara- 
tively happy beasts? 

There seems to be these two answers, and one is the tradi- 
-itional answer of philosophy and poetry and religion. According 
ttoithis, the things that matter to the individual soul are measured 
Iby another scale of values. No work, hope, purpose and achieve- 
- îHient can be measured by size; that is to say, by the measure 
which the mind applies to the external universe. 

The ideal is to gain and keep something of the mystical cer- 
.tainty of inner radiance which sustains the values set by the 
human lieart, and yet to be able to release the mind on intellec- 
tual voyages, letting it beat its Avings as far as it can go into 
•those .inhospitable spaces of a^^'fuI cold which gape for the last 
.ounce of energy from such raging terrors of burning, self an- 
nihilating matter.s as arc beyond human conception."

"The nrst nolo of tho tmsic sense 
Is human personality involving the 
oonoreto you and ■ the concrete . me. 
The sense of our being is brouglit out 
In trasedy and tlio olnraclors nro the 
representatives of our concrete real- 
ity. Tho sixlh bool< of the nilad is 
Intensely human. 

"There Is I'romolh'cus, an arch robcl 
unbe.i.tcn by' Xaturc, who, storms 
against Heaven with a raging torrent 
ot passion and emotion. 

"Thero Is the prolotyiic of Lady 
Macbeth in ClltcinncElia brlngins 
something ot that danger that always 
clings around women. 

"Any f.also splendour cast about 
war and similar facts ot life Is a con- 
fusion and a cowardice. Only a sane 
civilization can face fucta and trans- 
cend trasedy. Weaker civilizations 
demand an illusion . and ,x comedy. 
They want to be told that war Is 
splendid and romantic. That la the 
way w» talk during warfare.-' Our 
cour.igo Is false. 

"Our passions, instincts and confu- 
sion arising out of our hearts tend to 
destroy this human personality. The 
force that destroys. us is the Jealousy 
ot Othello. King. I.car said. "Do tell 
me that you love mc' AVe want to be 
Important and we want to lay down 
the law. Pride is the core ot tragedy. 
Achilles and Napoleon were proud 
men followed by tragedy. 

"Since any woi- is a conflict between 
Individuals, and since the source ot 
conflict Is emotional confusion, It Is 
only by trying to compi-cliend and 
ti-an.sccnd this contusion that will come 
nearer to the tragic scriïo ot life and 
thereby avoid wars in the future. We 
feeU that wo must keep up our pride 
and honour. We take ourselves too 
seriously. 

"In tragedy there is also a sense of 
vastness nnd insisnlficanco in ll.?e. 
It is a splendid pageantry linked up 
with the whole unlver.sc. Thero is a 
sense of sublimity attached to human 
personality. 

"Human beinss should shed this 
roin.TiU'C ;iiiU try to l>o mattiro and 
rcnlizo that all relationships aru mut- 
ual and a inattcr of give and take. 
Wo should havo tho simple couritgc of 
personality and havo respect for our 
Infoi'tors »3 well us our supcrirurs. 

In conciiialoii Mr. Dbcrmoyer said, 
"Wo n\ust tnui.si'oiul tho f;ut nf war 
In ourselves by uccepiing, never Judg- 
ing, by rcullEing that tho rosponslbll- 
lly ot war lies In humaji nature and 
tl\nl human ualuro Is mostly rei>rc- 
sciilcd by concreto you and nio."

"I.,et ua for- 
jTCt tJto riots in Paicstino for the 
moment and let. us look upon the 
matlor objectivoly," said iliss 
Mendclson. She went on to say that 
the Brlt'sh Government ought to bo 
Judged impartially and dispass:onately 
in order to bo fair and sauaro. The 
Arabs aro a -negligent, uncivilized 
nomad'c race,, imfamiltar with oc- 
cindentol culture. Tlicy look with 
cn%T and malice upon any progress 
made by the Jews. The British Of- 
ficials look down on Palestine from 
the hilltops as It were. They walk 
,a tight ropa between Slos'em and 
Jem*. If they shOLld sway "to the 
Jew'sh side the Moslem would say to 
them, "i'ou favour tho Jews; we 
want Justice." On the other hand, It 
tha Arab should bo favoured, , the 
Jew would say, "AVhy don't you do 
this for us? You aro not fuUHKng 
ycur promises In tho mandate." 
B.-:ti»li Protection, 

It Is up to tho Kritish govenmient 
to protect both peoples. Thus, tho of- 
ficials have to seo that tho Jews 
should not encroach on tho rights of 
the Arabs and vice vcrs/i. Con- 
sequently the lîrltisii government bas 
a very difficult task to perform. It 
has to pleaso both the Jew and ' tho 
Moslem and at the same thno has to 
meet public opinion at home. Thus, 
England lias to adopt a kIow mid 
cautious i)0llcy.
